The Pitisburgh Press closed a contest, a few 
weeks ago, in which school children of the city were 
asked to prepare an essay on Abraham Lincoln. 
Nearly every public school of Pittsburgh entered the 
contest, while not one-half of the parish schools did;

schools carried off thirty-four per cent of the prizes. 
Essays were classified according to the age of th 
pupil submitting the paper. There were ten firs 
prizes awarded to children between the ages of twelve 
and fourteen, and five were won by parochial school 
children; there were ten second prizes awarded chil- 
dren of the same age, and six were taken by the parish 
school children. “OF ten first prizes awarded to chil- 
dren between the ages of fourteen and sixteen, five 
were captured by the parochial schools; of ten second 
oye s for children of the same age, seven were taken 
y the parochial schools; of twenty-five third prizes 
awarded children of the same age, twelve went to the 
Catholic children.
